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Executive Summary 


Research 2003-2004: Year in Review 


In a year that became increasingly competitive and 
evolved into a difficult research funding 
environment, Concordia University showed a solid 
performance. Grant applications broke the 400 mark 
to settle at 405 and the dollar amounts requested 
experienced a year-to-year increase of 34% from 
2002-2003. In terms of actual funding, standard 
research grants have increased while industry 
funding has more than tripled. The latter is mainly 
due to Concordia having an excellent year in 
developing new partnerships with industry where the 
number more than doubled. Concordia has also 
adopted a more aggressive approach to 
commercialization, which has boosted the number of 
disclosures of invention (DOI) to 15 from 6. Finally, 
the appointment of 8 Canada Research Chairs in this 


Year-to-date overall funding received in 2003-2004 is 
$30.8M. Even though the year-over-year increase 
from 2002-2003 appears modest (1%), Concordia's 
performance in 2003-2004 is solid given the 
downturn in availability of funds and rise of 
competitiveness, This in itself highlights the need 
to continue to increase the number of applications 
and maximize the amounts requested in order to 
ensure that our performance maintains and 
increases momentum. 
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past year represents a major breakthrough, with the Director 
number of research chairs increased to 10 from 2.

New Science Facility 

The opening of the Loyola Science Complex ushered in.a new era for 
Concordia and the faculty members, research staff, support staff, and 
graduate students who now use the state-of-the-art facility to teach, 
work, and conduct research. It houses the Departments of Biology, 
Chemistry and Biochemistry, Exercise Science, Physics, and a major

Canadian Institutes of Health Research (CIHR) 

Two Concordia researchers, Drs. Adam Radomsky and Vladimir 
Titorenko were awarded a New Investigator Award for a combined half- 
million dollars, which is a major CIHR success for a comprehensive 
university. 


Regroupement Stratégique 

CRDH (Centre for Research in Human Development) 

CRDH received a $1.6 million Regroupement Stratégique grant 
from FQRSC. Under the direction of Dr. Lisa Serbin, the 
Regroupement Stratégique has brought together 33 researchers 
from 5 different universities, creating a network which will enable 
CRDH to expand its research activities. 


CRPC (Centre-de- recherche en plasturgies et composites) 

CRPC received a $2.6 million Regroupement Stratégique from 
NATEQ. The centre is spearheaded by two Co-Directors, Dr. Pierre 
Carreau at Ecole Polytechnique and Dr. Suong Van V. Hoa at 
Concordia University. Members include researchers from 8 different 
Quebec institutions. This award will help establish the first network 
of its kind in the province.
